Brunswick by the Sea. 
A CITY THAT IS FAST ECLIPSING EVEN HER OWN 
HOPES. 


About ten months ago I gave Tue ConstTI- 
TUTION readers a resume of the city and her 
work. Today there is amore marked change 
noticeable than can be found in any city in 
Georgia within the same period. Handsome 
blocks of . buildings, elegané residences, new 
docks, boulevards, street railways, gas works 
and scores of other improvements have gone 
up like magic, and Brunswick ison her mettle. 
When one thinks that four years ago there was 
not a brick building in the city and 
nothing but sand to walk on, the change to- 
day is all the more noticeable. Then the pop- 
ulation was less than 3,000; today itis estima- 
ted at 8,000 and growing every day. Itis my 
honest conviction that no city in the south has 
a brighter future or offers a better field for in- 
vestment than Brunswick.

It is a car that is full of 
individuality whether it is loaded down with

passengers or whether it is empty. I have | 


paragraphed No, 4 in the newspapers before 
now, alluding somewhat sarcastically to its 


peculiarities; but these allusions have had no | 


effect so far as I can see. The ramshackle old 
car rattles right ahead as usual, displaying its 
peculiarities at every cros#ing and at every 
curve. One momentits movements seem to be 
an aggravation of smoothness. It glides along 
without jolt or jar, but, just as the sensation 
becomes pleasant, it breaks into a gallop, then 
subsides into a trot, and so on to the 
end. There are other peculiarities which 
I will not mention for fear that unimaginative 
people will say that Iam somewhat eccentric 
myself. Those I have referred to can be felt 
and appreciated by all men. 

Why not make it a point, then, to avoid No. 
4? perhaps you will ask. Well, some irritable 
people do, but, for my part, I prefer No. 4, to 
any other car. Its individuality is worth 
studying. Even its drivers are interesting. 
Kit Skelton drove it a month or more, but he 
was transferred to another car, and Dimmick 
took his place.

INSANITY AND SUICIDE. 


cies—Reminiscences—Ex-Senator Jones, 

WASHINGTON, December 28. —The sad stories 
recently wired from Detroit relating to ex- 
United States Senator Charles W. Jones, of 
Florida, have excited mingled pity and com- 
ment. Three years ago Senator Jones was a 
conspicuous figure in national affairs in Wash- 
ington. Physically he was a giant; intellectu- 
ally he towered above many of his senatorial 
colleagues. He was a type of dignity. His 
ability as a lawyer was conceded, and as an or- 
ator he had few peers in the senate. Moreover, 
he was popular with his colleagues and the pet 
of the Irish-American element throughout the 
country. 

Senator Jones has been the builder of his 
own fortune and his misfortunes as well. He 
was born in Ireland in 1834, and came to this 
country when a boy of 10. He learned the trade 
of carpentry, which he followed for years, 
meanwhile studying law in Pensacola, Fla. He 
was admitted te the bar in 1857. He becamea 
successful Jawyer. In 1875 he was elected Uni- 
ted States Senator and re-elected in 1881. Two 
fears ago he went to Detroit, where he met 
Miss Palms, a beautiful heiress, with whom he 
became infatuated. He is a widower. 

His unsuccessful suit for her hand, his eccen- 
tricities and his financial ditficulties are of too 
recent. date to call for more than a passing 
reference. He has never returned to Washing- 
ton since, and he Jeft his state only partly rep- 
resented in the senate up to March 4 last, when 
his term expired. 

The senator’s infatuation for Miss Palms 
was so great that hé refused to leave Detroit 
and return to Florida even when begged to do 
so by political admirers who desired his re-elec- 
tion to the United States senate, says the New 
York Journal. Heis a changed man; poor, 
homeless, and practically 

DEPENDENT ON CHARITY. 
He imagines himself the victim of a conspira- 
cy of politicians. His friends hope to be able 
to take him back to Florida, where, under 
woe care and familiar surroundings, he may 
come himself again. 

The senator’s present sere condition re- 
calls the fate of many well known congress- 
men and senators whose closing years were 
blighted and who ended brilliant careers in a 
violent manner. $ 

James J. Wilson, of New Jersey, was succes- 
sively clerk of the legislature, editor, state ad- 
jutant-general and United States senator. His 
mind became unbalanced, and one night, im- 
agining his house was on fire, he jumped out 
of the window and was badly injured. He 
died two years later—July, 1824. |

sent to prison and fined $1,000. He afterward 
went to Texas, where he was killed in a brawl. 

William 8. smut 6 of Carlisle, Penn., was 
elected to congress when only 28 years old. He 
served in the twenty-sixth congress, and was 
re-elected to the succeeding one. The day after 
his re-election he received a jetter, the contents 
of which he never revealed.

‘nited States Senator Thomas J. Rusk, of 
Texas, committed suicide at Nacogdoches, 
Tex., in July, 1856. He had been a successful 
lawyer, a brave soldier, had fought for Texan 
independence, served as chief justice of the 
State, and was United States senator fer 10 
years. Mental infirmity drove him to the deed 
which ended his eventful career. 

_ Edward Curtis was a noted politician in his 
time. Hv represented New York city in con- 
gress from 1827 to 1841, when President Har- 
rison appointed him collector of the port. The 
treachery of some political friends turned his 
brain and he died in New York, after a linger- 
ing illness, in Augnst, 1856. 

in his time few public men were better 
known than Edward A. Hannegan, of Indiana. 
He served in the state legislature, in congress, 
and was a United States senator for six years. 
He was afterward minister to Prussia. One 
night in 1852, during a drunken brawl, he killed 
his brother-in-law, a Captain Duncan. Politi- 
cal influence saved him, but he removed to 
Missouri. He was a changed man, and he 
brooded over the tragedy until his mind was 
affected. He died in St. Louis, February 
25, 1859. 

Alfred P. Stone,who had served Ohio in 
congress, was appointed internal revenue col- 
lector for the Columbus district. He was after- 
ward found to be a defaulter. Maddened by 
his disgrace, and fearing the penalty of his 
crime, he disappeared August 1, 1365. He 

WAS FOUND DEAD NEXT DAY 
on the graves of his two children. He had. 
poisoned himself. 

Twenty-two years ago Preston King weighted 
himself down with iron and stones, and jumped 
from a ferryboat into the North river. He was 
drowned. He had served four years in congress 
and represented New York in the United States 
senate. Three months before he ended his life 
President Johnson appointed him collector of 
the port. Senator King, it is said, was insane 
at the time he committed suicide. 

Jams H. Lane was another unfortunate. 
Fortune had been kind to him and he was lieu- 
tenant governor of Indiana, congressman and 
United States senator from Kansas. While 
laboring under a fit of insanity he shot himself 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., July 11, 1866. He 
was a senator at the time. 

Financial trouble and ill health preyed upon 
the mind of John D. Ashmore, a well known 
South Carolina politician (who represented his 
state in the Thirty-sixth congress), until he be- 
came irresponsible. He ended his misery at 
Dardis, Miss., December, 1871, by shecoting 
himselt. 

Obadiah Browne of Staten island, a prince- 
ton graduate, was sent to congress when only 
Ile was afterward quar- 


tial elector. Family troubles drove him to 
drink. He squandered his fortuneand became 
destitute. 

TROUBLE, DRINK AND WANT 
turned his head and he poisoned himself with 
opium on April 27, 1864, at some place on Sta- 
ten island. 

There are many men in this city who re- 
member congressman David B. Mellish. He 
worked as a proof reader and reporter for years. 
He was stenographer for 10 years, and then ap- 
praiser of the port. He was elected to the 
Forty-third congress, but served only a few 
months. He had become insane, and died May 


| 23, 1874, in the government hospital for the in- 
| sane. 


James W. Nye, a noted politician who was 


| district attorney of Madison county, state po- 


lice commissioner, governor of Nevada and 
United States senator from that state when it 
was admitted into the Union, lost his mental 
balance after leaving the senate, and died on 
Christmas day, 1876, at White Plains, N.Y. 
toss Sobieski, of Pennsylvania, served his 

state in congress from 1873 to 1877. The loss of 
health and his retirement from publie life 

reyed somuch upon his mind that he shot 
himself in a barn on his farm at Coudersport, 
Penn., October 25, 1877.

“Why that’s a faro bank or a lottery, ain't 
i¢?"’ said Jim. 

“No itain’t. I tell you its a bum—a kind 
ofa new tradin’ business what swells and 
ghrinks and the sweller and shrinker stays 
down in a cellar and works the machine. They 


trade in stock.”’ 

‘(Horses and mules?” said Jim. ‘‘No, hit’s 
allon paper and nobody can see what he is 
buyin’. You put your money in and wait fora 
swell. If it comes you are all right, but if a 
shrink comes you are busted, and you feel so 
shamed that you don’t say anything about it, 
and it never gets into the papers—nothing but 


the swells gits in the papers.”’ 

Well, the booms have about subsided in 
Rome and Birmingham and Decatur,and those 
thriving cities have settled down to business. 
When a man buys real estate there now he 
means business—not speculation brt business 
and thatjis right and honest and healthy. A 
slow and sure growth is the best. That is just 
what we want here in Cartersville and the 
signs are good. There is nota house to rent 
and many are wanted right now. But we are 
building and will soon have some manufac- 
tures here that will enliven the town. It is 
the prettiest town of its size now in the state, 
except Maricita, and does more _ business 
than any. There is One dry goods house 
here that sells more goods than any retail 
house in Rome, and one hardware house that 
does more business than any hardware house 
in Rome, and one wagon and carriage factory 
that makes more vehicles and sells more than 
any in the state, and a man tok! me he sold 
twenty thousand dollars’ wor’) of family 

roceries last year Afid never lost but two dol- 
oes and forty-five cents.

We naturally fee) less interest in considering 
the exceptional growth of giants when we note 
that,in every recorded instance giants have 
died young, showing early the signs of a weak 
constitution, though oftcn possessing marvel- 
ous muscular strength. Dwarfs, on the contra- 
ry, have usually been fully of vitality. Geoff- 
roy St. Hilaire, after remarking that giants are 
usually of a lymphatic tempcrament, often de- 
formed, weak voiced and short lived, proceeds 
to note such cases among dwarfs as that of 
Borowlaski, (or Boruslawski) who attained the 
ripe old age of 00, (though he cannot be said to 
have lived long) and of the lady, Theresa Sow- 
ray, mentioned by Virey, who at the age of 73 
was bright and gay and danced her two feet 
eleven inches with admirable agility a la mode 
de son pays. This contrast between the aver- 
age vitulity of giants and dwarfs suggests the 
consideration that possibly the regimen suited 
to promote growth may not tend to increase 
vitality. I think, however, we may dismiss the 
doubt thus suggested, explaining the weakness 
of giants as due to their excessive bulk, not to 
the conditions under which that bulk was at- 
tained. Similar conditions resulting only in 
tallness, not in gigantic proportions, would 
probably not impair vitality. At any rate, in 
regions where men are taller than the average 


| it has not been observed that they are wantfhg 


in vital energy. 

Among these taller races of man some per- 
haps are not of interest in connection with my 
present subject, because manifestly owing their 
extra height to irMeritance. When we see races 


| of tall and well developed negrocs,for example, 


living close by the regions occupied by such 
dwarfed races as the Akkas and Obongos, we 
erceive that the difference of height must 
Be due to difference of race,not to peculiarities 
in the place of abode. 
where a marked difference of height is cre- 
tainly due to difference in the conditions of 
life, ior it shows itself in one and the same 
race. Dr. Prichard, for example, long time 
since remarked, on the change which the race 
of short, plump, round faced farmers of Eng- 
land underwent when they settled in Virginia 


Still more 
striking is the evidence afforded within the 
comparatively narrow limits of Switzerland 
and Tyrol, where it has been found that in- 
habitants of limestone regions are measurably 
taller than those living in granite or chistose 
districts. M. Durand confirms the statement 
of Dr. Albespy that by liming the lands in the 
noncalcareous portions of the Aveyron, the 
average height of the inhabitants has been 
raised in some parts by ? of an inch, in others 
by 14 inches, andin others by more than an 
inch and a half. 

In the limestone regions of Ireland, as Prich- 
ard long since noted, men of remarkable stat- 
ure are often seen, though all the British Isles 
derive their stock of inhabitants from the same 
sources, despite the ideas commonly entertain- 
ed in the Emerald Island respecting the racial 
difference between themselves and ‘‘the base, 
bloody and brutal Saxon,” (an alliterative ac- 
count about as just as the famous reference to 
Rum, Romanism and Rebellion.) 

But the evidence given by Kentucky in this 
respect is perhaps more striking than any othe- 
er. For there, overthe whole limestone re- 
gion, the ave height of men has increased 
until ih: size of Kentuckians has become pro- 
verbiel, and has given rise to innumerable 
jokes—sutticient evidence, despite the absurdi- 
ty of some of them, of the superior height of 
the average Kentuckian.

| This is not only noticed in Switzerland, which 


might almost be called the native home of 
goitre, but in England, where goitre occurs 
Spasmodically in Derbyshire only, the most 
calcareous point of the island. 

Exercise and general regimen may be more 
safely trusted than articles of diet so special 
that they may rather be regarded as moticina! 
than alimentary. 

With regard to regimen it need be remarked 
only that good nourishing food in which sweets 
and pastries form but a small proportion, much 
ope air excrcise, and occasional marked 
changes of climate and occupation, as from sea 
air to mountain air, or from the habitudes of 
farming life to seafaring ways, appear strongly 
to favor growth. If records of the growth of 
young oy le were carefully kept, I believe it 
woul ound that marked increase in the 
rate of growth was almost always connected 
with some change of the kind. Thisis a point, 
however, on which I shall have more particu- 
larly to dwell in my next paper on the way in 
which our young folks grow. 

Exercise is generally taken without any 
direct reference to the increse of hight. Thus 
it often happens that the gymnastic feats 


| chiefly indulged in tend rather to check than to 


increase the rate of growth. Thisapplies par- 
ticulary to the lifting of heavy weights, the 
use of large dumb bells, involving compara- 
tively slow movements, and all exercises which 
tend to increase the supporting power of the 
spine and the leg bones. even though they may 
be exercises primarily directed to increrse 
the muscular power of the arms. Pulling ex- 
ercises, though they tend to increase the de- 
velopment of the arms in length as well as in 
girth, (round the forearm chiefly) do not on 
the whole favor the development of length of 
limb. Sailors, who from boyhood upwards 
are much employedin pulling and hauling, 
are on the average short men, though often 
the development of strength and weight 
resulting from their active, open air lives, is 
remarkable. We see oftener among them 
than in other classes, brawny chests, should- 
ers and upperlimbs in company with lower 
limbs, which, by compariseg, appear almost 
stunted. On theother hand, men engaged in 
hunting, or in occupations requiring much 
walking, running, leaping and the like, ac- 
quire well developed lower limbs, and are, on 
the average, taller than other classes. 
Exercises intended to develop height should 
be guided by the principles thus suggested: A 
sufficient time should be devoted each day to 
exercisc for the legs, but tending to stretch 
them, not (chiefly at any rate) to increase 
their supporting power. The same appliances 
may sometimes be used for the development 
of the lower limbs as that for the upper, in 
this respect: Thus, though heavy dumb bells 
are almost invariably used in such a way as to 
stunt or at least to check the development 
of the lower limbs, they may be used ad- 
vantageously even for this purpose if the 
legs are set widely apart and the whole pan A 
swayed both towards one side and then both 


‘towards the other. But for sach action the 


clubs are far more effective: indeed, I know 
few exercises more generally useful for the 
developing a well proportioned frame than the 
swaying of clubs simultaneously from the full 
range of both towards the right, the body well

With regard to the inheritance cf nature, 
Mr. Galton’s researches seem to show decisive- 
lv that while the influence of heredity in this 
respect is marked, it is not nearly so decisive 
as has been commonly supposed. It was a re- 
mark of Mrs. Nilfer’s father. (who must have 
been a most agreeable man, I imagine) that ‘‘a 
family of whales must not ally themselves with 
sprats,’’ and apart from a certain biological 
vagueness characterizing it. the remark is 
just, if we understand it to signify that the 
offspring of parents very unequal in height 
are likely to be below the average 
in height. But it appears further that even 
when both parents are above the average the 
children show on the average but one third of 


| that excess in height, the grandchildren but 


one ninth, and the great grandchildren no ap- 
preciable excess at all. If we wish to find the 
strongest evidence of the family superiority in 
height characterizing the parents we must not 
look for it among their children or grandchil- 
dren butamong their brothers and _ sisters. 
Yet if we consider the matter carefully we 
shall see that the rapid return to the average 
height indicates instead of disproving the 
influence of heredity. The children share 
not only the qualities of their parents but 
of remoter progenitors; and we may be 
sure that in passing back beyond the tall par- 
ents on both sides we should come upon grand- 
parents and great grandparents of only the 
average, or even below the average size. 
Some among the children of the tall parents 
must be expected to show the comparative 
shortness of their parents’ progenitors; and 
though some among them may be tall their 
average height must be thus reduced. 

The statue of a race could only be effec- 
tively increased by taking fully into account 
the laws of heredity. If only the taller mar- 
ried, the average height of the race would be 
increased probably in each generation, and 
certainly in the course of several gen- 
erations. That heredity tells in_ this 
Way we may bé sure, not only from 
a priori considerations based on what is seen 
in the breeding of domestic animals, but from 
observed facts ie the case of the human race 
divine. A regiment of the tall soldiers in 
whom the father of Frederick the Great de- 
lighted, wes stationed during half a century 
at Potsdam. This regiment of whales seems 
to have scorned alliance with sprats, and. con- 
sequently (we may fairly assume) we find a 
larger proportion of exceptionally tall men 
and women in Potsdam than anywhere else in 
the world.

In Georgia there are magnetic ores in enor- 
mous deposits and of unequalled quality. 

Here are some analysis, for instance, from 
Lumpkin county, acounty in which no one 
thought of iron. They are made by Professor 
Prait. One specimen showed 71.01 per cent of 
metalic iron and .005 of phosphorus. Another 
70.04 of metalic iron and .007 of -phosphorus, 
and neither with a trace of sulphur and $re- 
markably free of silica. There are dozens such 
specimens, each taken from different pits. 
There is another specimen yielding 69.10 per 
cent of metalic iron, with 1.01 of silica, and 
no trace of phosphorus or sulphur, 

But here is the test. Mr. D. G. Wylie, pres- 
ident of the company owning the prop- 
erty, sent specimens of the oro 
to Chattanooga and Pittsburg. 
The Chattanooga firm replied immediately 
that they would give $7.50 aton for the ore, 
(good ore selis at $2.50) and would take 309 
tonsa day. The orders from Pittsburg were 
large, and the writer said if such ore was to 
be found in sufficient quantity it would save 
such firms as the Carnegies from importing 
ore from Europe, 

Georgia ores are rapidly coming into no- 
The Hon. Charles Dougherty sent some 
specimens to the Hon. W. L. Scott, of Erie, 
who submitted them to his own chemist. The 
result was he offered Mr. Dougherty $30,000 
for his property and is coming to Georgia in 
person to inspect it. Mr. Samuel Noble has 
been inspecting iron lands in Polk county 
and has made large investments there. The 
Rome Land conipany has inountains of land 
that will result in a half-dozen furnaces in less 
A company has just 
leased a portion of the “Etowah” property, 
the best combination property in America,and 
is preparing to ship large quantities of ore. In 
Catoosa and Whitfield county there are im- 
portant developments that pan out richly. 

Professor Pratt says: ‘‘The triangle be- 
tween Pickens and Rabun county on the north, 
swerving around the Alabama line, nearly 
touching Atlanta, is richer in minerals than 
the Cornwall district in England. I have 
found tin, the most valuable metal, except 
gold, and have traced it for miles. There are 
sulphurets of the very finest quality, which, if 
developed, would stop the importation of su!- 
phur from Sicily and theMediterranean. These 
are in exhaustless quantities. As for iron, 
there aro brown ores in enormous quantities, 
and enough magnetites and bessemer ores to 
run the furnaces of this country.”’ 

“Why is it that we know so little about the 
mineral wealth of that section ?” 

“Because the legislature stopped the geolog- 
ical survey of the state before it was completed 
end before our resources were defined.

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THE NEGRO RACE. 


No Danger That It win Ever Outnumber the 
Southern W hites. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 


The old story that the negroes are dying off 
has again been started, and the Philadelphia Times 
and other papers are treating v® to the facts and fig- 
ures to prove this, The large apparont increase in 
the race between” 186@ and 1870 and between 1870 
and 1880 is attributed to the fact that the two first 
censuses were badéy taken and thousands of ne- 
groes overlooked, and that in 1880 for the first time 
& Correct enumeration was made. To support the 
position that the race is diminishing in numbers, 
its heavy death rate is cited, and the assertions of 
planters, here and there, that thefe are fewer ne- 
gtoes in their section than twenty years ago. 

This theory is based upon a most absurd and weak 
foundation, and it is astonishing to see how it comes 
up every few years in spite of facts that absolutely 
disprove it. The negro race is productive and ad- 
vances rapidiy In population. In the century and 
& quarter during which it was enslaved, it grew 
from 350,0v0—the number imported into this coun- 
try—to 4,600,000, and during the quarter of a century 
of freedom it was nearly doubled, and advanced to 
7.500,000, While the shifticssness of the negro in 
many portions of the south is recognized, and the 
high death rate of the race is beyond dispute, 
neither of these facts, in the slightest degree, affect 
the rate at which a people increase. Indeed, the 
case is quitethe contiary. The apparent paradox 
that a race with a heavy death rate 
increases most rapidly, has been 
recognized by all thoes vy. ho have studied this sub 
ject. The death rate in France is exceedingly low 
lower. perhaps, than in any coyntry in the world 
and yet no pecple grow more Ris in population 
than the French. Across the water, in this country, 
the French Canadians suffer from a death rate of 35 
to 40 per 1,000, that would very scon depopulate 
France, yet they bave grown from 50,(00 to 2,/0),000 
in little more than a century, increasing more 
rapidly than any race on the globeg Strange to say, 
a high birth rate nearly always goes with a high 
death rate, the former generally prevailing among a 
people who enjoy little wealth and luxury. It is to 
the simple life of the French Canadians that their 
rapid increase isdue. Wherever luxury and wea‘t) 
prevail, the birth rate declines—as no section of the 
country can better bear testimony to than New Eng- 
land. 

In the south, where but lit'le wealth has yet been 
accumulated, both whites and blacks increase rap- 
idly; and thissection in consequence is growing 
faster in population than the north, despit@ the ab- 
sence of foreign immigration; but itis a mistake to 
suppose that there is any danger of negroes outnum- 
bering the whites,a mistake due t counting all 
persons of mixed blood, even to octoroons, as ne- 
groes. Thetwo i@’es are increasing at nearly an 
equal rate, but with the white immigration pouring 
in from the north and west the white majority will 
become constantly larger. The wild figure of a few 
statisticians showing the complete Africanization of 
the south by the excess of blacks are utterly 
absurd; at the same time the other theory that the 
negro race is dying out is equally without found- 
ation. Wherever the negroes have settled that have 
remained, and are likely toremain. We have the 
colored brother with us today; and it is to our inter- 
est as well as to his toadvance and improve him, 
and make himavaluable and productive citizen. 
The Philadelphia Times and other northern papers 
are mistaken in their idecs that the negro is dying 
out. Hereand there, this may be apparent, but 
those who go through the cotton states and see the 
million of pickaninies growing up, will fully appre- 
ciate the fact that with all its shiftlessness and high 
mortality the negro race is not lisely to disppear in 
this country.
